of State Papers and Records, that had at one time been in the 
possession of State Departments in Ireland, were to be sold by 
auction at Messrs. Sotheby’s, application was made to the Lords 
Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, through the Chief 
Secretary for Ireland, to have same purchased. This application 
was very cordially entertained both by Mr. Balfour and their 
Lordships, and Mr. James Mills of this department was sent 
over to examine them in conjunction with Mr. Warner, of the 
British Museum, and in the result twenty lots were purchased 
and transferred here. A schedule of them will he found at 
paiagiaph 72,. and a Report, by Mr. id. F. Berry, on their nature 
and contents in Appendix I. 

4. The Rev. H. C. Groves, d.d„ a son of the Mr. Groves, one 
of the Sub-Commissioners employed upon the Chancery Records, 
by the late Record Commission of Ireland, lias deposited some 
original records,. which he found amongst his father’s papers.

State Paper Office. 

5. The. papers of the Chief Secretary’s Office for the year 1887 
were received in March. They have been examined, checked and 
put up in 50 carton boxes numbered 3,309 to 3,358. The Index 
and Register of the same office for 1885, three large volumes, 
were also received. 

6. From the Privy Council Office there came in April the 
papers of that Department for 1884 to 1888, contained in 55 
cartons these have also been checked and put up. The follow- 
Vtmno 3 °? tbe Council Office were received : — 3 Letter Books, 
1879-88, 8 Minute Books, 1839-86, 11 Order Books, 1876-86.

Mr. C. L. Falkiner, 
Mr. J. H. Scaife of the Quit Rent Office, and Mr. J. H. Reddan

the Chief Secretary, have been permitted to make searches or 
examine State Papers. 

... ®' As mentioned in last report the papers remaining in the 
lower of earlier date than 1760 had been arranged in Chronolo- 
gical order, and placed in 13 carton boxes. To these papers a 
manuscript calendar was prepared in 1897, extending to 318 
pages. JTlie papers and calendar have been transferred to the 
Public record Office. 

9. The arrangement of the papers of the next period, 1760-98, 
nas been commenced, and some progress made. A calendar of 
these has been taken in hand. Following the lines of the partial 
arrangement already existing, it is intended to treat these papers 
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in two classes : 1, Official Letters ; 2, Miscellaneous Letters and 
Papers. 

10. An important but unfortunately very defective series of 
books called “ Private Official Letter Books,” has been examined, 
and as far as the year 1789 transferred to the Record Office. 
The earlier books of this series contain chiefly entries of letters 
from the Lords’ Justices to the Lord Lieutenant when in England. 
They thus tend to complete the historical value of the letters in 
the series “ British Departmental Correspondence ” already trans- 
ferred. Two of the volumes consist of original letters from the 
Earl of Bristol when Lord Lieutenant, 176G-7. The later volumes 
are entry hooks of letters from the Irish Government to English 
Departments. 

11. All papers connected with proceedings in Council for 
Unions or divisions of Parishes and changes of site of Parish 
Churches, down to 1845, have been collected, arranged according 
to Dioceses, and made up in thirty parcels. An Index-catalogue 
has been made ; and they have been transferred to the Public 
Record Office. 

12. A considerable quantity of papers relating to military 
affairs have been found, which complete or supplement series 
already transferred to the Record Office. They include letters 
from the Commander of the Forces (1804-29), the Home Office, 
War Office, London, Quarter-Master-Genera], &c., ; also Militia 
Regimental Papers, Militia Depot papers, &c. These have been 
examined, arranged, parcelled, and with a few books of the Mili- 
tary Department, transferred to the Public Record Office. 

13. Thirty-six volumes and a few parcels of papers of the 
Yeomanry Department were also examined, cleansed, arranged, 
and transferred. 

14. Among the duties of the Yeomanry Department of the 
Chief Secretary’s Office was the granting of licences for the sale 
of Gunpowder, and for the sale and repair of Arms. The appli- 
cations, certificates and returns connected with these licences 
were very numerous. They have been arranged, cleaned, flat- 
tened, and made up in 340 brown paper parcels, in the following 
series : Gunpowder licences 1824-37 (with some earlier) arranged 
by counties; second series 1841-2 arranged chronologically; 
Arms licences 1822-37; return of Anns sold 1822-38. They 
have been transferred to the Public Record Office. 

15. A number of papers relating to distress, famine and fever 
in Ireland in 1822 have been examined. They include applica- 
tions for relief from different parts of the country, and reports 
upon them. These have been arranged by counties. Other 
papers relate to the general organisation of the relief; London 
and other relief committees ; relief works ; purchase and dis- 
tribution of potatoes and meal ; fever reports and medical aid. 
These have been arranged according to subjects. They have 
been transferred to the Public Record Office. 

16. The papers connected with the Cholera outbreak 1832-4 
have been put in order. The original arrangement had been

75. The Deeds affecting the right of the Crown, deposited here 
by the Quit Rent Office during the year, number _ fifty-three ; 
of these forty-six are Conveyances of Crown and Quit Rents. 



Sorting and Arrangement of Records. 

76. The re-arrangement of the Chancery Answers has been 
completed from 1569-1771, containing 10,366 fasciculi made up 
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into 184G brown paper parcels. This completes the series of 
Chancery Bills and Answers, and experience has shown the 
change to be very advantageous to the quick handling of the 
Records and their preservation from damp, dust, and decay. 
The same process has been commenced for the Equity Exchequer 
Bills and Answers, and lias advanced from 1787-1850 for the 
latter, and from 1790-1850 for the former, comprising together 
8,574 fasciculi made into 1245 brown paper parcels. 

77. One thousand one hundred and sixty-tliree parcels of 
Records from the Clerks of the Crown and Peace of the counties 
of Carlow, Cavan, Derry, Down, Kerry, Louth, Meath, and Sligo, 
and one hundred and sixty-seven parcels of Census returns 1841 
of the City of Dublin have been stamped, in addition to those 
stamped from day to day before being submitted to public 
inspection. 

78. Six parcels of the Parochial Returns of the Dioceses of 
Raphoe and Tuam, eighty-nine of Parliamentary Petitions, and 
sixteen of Parliamentary Returns have been numbered with 
type. 

79. One hundred and nine parcels of See Leases of the 
Dioceses of Aghadoe, Ardagh, Kilmore, Limerick, Ossory, Raphoe, 
and Tuam ; twenty-four parcels of Building Papers of Armagh, 
Raphoe, Tuam and Waterford, and forty-three parcels of Patents, 
Titles, Visitations, &c., of Ardf'ert, Cashel a,nd Emly, Down and 
Connor, Ferns, Leighlin and Ossory have been folded to a uniform 
size. f 

80. The Cause Papers of the Court of Chancery were arranged 
in dictionary order in four classes under the names of the four 
last surviving or retiring Masters, viz : — Murphy, Litton, Brooke, 
and Fitzgibbou, or the Receiving Master, which arrangement was 
found in practice to be confusing and unfair to the public, as it often 
happened that the Cause sought for had been in more than one 
Master’s office. It has, therefore, been deemed advisable to throw 
the four collections into one, and, at the same time, as it was 
found that they were deteriorating from exposure on the shelves 
and from being folded in four and tied together in parcels, the 
opportunity was taken of flattening them, as had been done with 
other Cause Papers, and arranging them in brown paper parcels. 
This process has been advanced as far as the end of letter E, 
making 8855 bundles of Cause Papers. 

81. Two thousand five hundred and eleven Marriage Licence 
Bonds of the Diocese of Cork and Ross, and twelve hundred and 
eighty-two of the Diocese of Cloyne, have been repaired, sized, 
and pasted on guards ; one Parish Register of ninety pages, 
sized and re-hound; one hundred and twenty volumes of Records, 
and one hundred and twenty-six volumes of Patents of Invention 

hound. 

Indexing and Calendaring. 

82. The draft Index to the Grants and Wills of the Diocese 
of Dublin, 1800-1858, lias been engrossed, and is ready for 
printing, and will be published as Appendix III. to this Report. 
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83. Indexes have been completed to the Ardfert Grant 
Book, 1827-1831 ; the Armagh Marriage Licence Books, 
1826 1832,1832-1837, and 1837 to 1845; the Ferns Will and 
Grant Book, 1823-1832; the Ossory and Leighlin Marriage 
Licence Book, 1822-1832, and the Meath Grant and Marriage 
Licence Book, 1822—1857. 

84 Indexes have been completed to the Marriage Licence 
Bonds of the Diocese of Armagh, 1727-1845 (3 volumes); 
Clonfert, 1739—1844 ; Down, Connor, and Dromore, 1721—1845, 
and Limerick, 1727—1844. 

85. An Index has been prepared to the 26th, 27th, 28th, 29th, 
and 30th Reports of the Deputy Keeper, and printed as 
Appendix II.

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the original Inventory, were recovered by Rev. F. Dobbin, 
Chancellor of Cork Cathedral, the Incumbent of the parish, and 
deposited here under a Warrant of the Master of the Rolls. 

93. The former of these two books is earlier in date than the 
three volumes which have been of record here since 1877, and the 
latter fills up a gap in the series of entries contained in those 
three books. The years covered by the various entries for this 
parish now are : — 

Baptisms, ...... 1791-1877 

Marriages, ...... 1787-1845 

Burials 1789-1877 

94. In the case of the parish of Moydow a Register, containing 
entries of baptisms, marriages, and burials from 1794 to 1819 
would appear to have disappeared between the date of the return 
of the original Inventory in 1875, and the time when the Registers 
became attachable in 1897. 

95. Upon the application ot Rev. Canon Walsh, D.D., the Order 
of the Master of the Rolls respecting the records of the parish of St. 
Peter’s, Dublin, was supplemented by an Order allowing the 
baptismal register of St. Stephen’s, Dublin, 1866-1888, to remain 
in the custody of the Incumbent of the last-mentioned church, 
its place of deposit being still within the parish of St. Peter’s. 
At the request of the respective Incumbents of the parishes of 
Clonsast and Maryborough permission was given to change the 
position of the safes provided for the Records of those parishes, 
and new Retention Orders were granted, when the work had 
been done, in the usual course. 

96. The fees received in stamps during the year amounted to 
£863 2s. 6(7,, being a decrease of £16 15s. 6 d. on the amount 
credited in 1896.

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APPENDIX I. 



Mr. H. F. Berry’s Report on the MSS. purchased at the sale o£ 

Sir Thomas Phillipps’ Library. 

These MSS. are chiefly connected with the Southwell family, 
and formed part of the collection originally put up for sale in 
1834 by Thorpe, of Bedford-street, when a large number of the South- 
well papers were acquired for the British Museum. The twenty lots 
comprise tliirty-six separate items, namely, two entry books of corres- 
pondence, and one of inquisitions post mortem ; twenty-seven volumes of 
bound letters, &c,, and six portfolios of unbound letters. One of the 
entry books was already indexed ; the other volume and the calendar 
of Inquisitions have now been fully indexed, and a catalogue of all 
the remaining documents has been prepared. 

The inquisitions entered in the volume referred to range between the 
years 1616 and 1633, with one of the year 1687, and as proving the 
importance of its acquisition, a list of no less than seventy inquisitions 
recorded in it, which are not to be found in the Record Commissioners’ 
printed catalogues, has been compiled (See p. 59.) The book, which 
is entitled “Liber omnium inquisitionum transcriptorum in Officio 
ltememoratoris Tliesaurarii et Secundi Rememoraloris scaccarii ex 
curia cancellariai Hiberniae” is noted as having belonged to the library 
of Sir James Ware (who had been Auditor General), and also as having 
foi-med an item in the Chandos collection. 

The index to it has been prepared in the names of the parties on 
whose decease the inquisitions were taken, arranged by counties, on a 
plan similar to that adopted by the Record Commissioners. 

The Kildare and Iuchiquin families, the lords Dillon, the Roches, 
Conways, and many other ancient houses are represented in this volume. 

Next in order of date, (save some of the papers connected with the 
Southwell family) is a MS. account of what passed in the wars and 
rebellion of Ireland from 1641 to about 1653— a short view and 
condition of the Kingdom of Ireland — written by Sir Edward Hyde 
(afterwards Earl of Clarendon) when at Cologne, which may be taken 
as the foundation of his printed history. 

There is also an account of the costs incurred in subduing the Irish 
rebellion of 1641, and the damage sustained by the Protestants. Other 
important documents are the Account of Sir Adam Loftus, Vice- 
treasurer, of the Revenue of Ireland, 1638-9-40, and the manuscript 
Instructions by the Commissioners of the Commonwealth of England, to 
be observed by the judges and officers of every court of justice, held 
weekly in any city or town in Ireland. (This last has a note to the 
effect that it was printed at Dublin by William Bladen, 1653.) 

A very interesting paper is the Report, dated from London, 23rd 
November, 1658, drawn up by W. Dickinson for Robert Southwell, 
junior (afterwards Sir Robert Southwell), on draining and reclaiming 
the bogs in Ireland. 

Among these manuscripts, there are papers and correspondence 
connected with three generations of the Southwell family. Commencing 
with Robert Southwell, customer of Kinsale, who amassed a large 
fortune and died in 1676/7, we next meet with his distinguished son, 
Sir Robert, born in 1635. He was clerk of the privy council, and 
envoy extraordinary to several foreign courts, subsequently becoming 
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principal Secretary of State for Ireland. Sir Robert accompanied 
King William on his campaign in 1690, liis letters from tlie various 
camps being of extreme interest. He held office until his death in 
1702, -when his son, Edward Southwell, succeeded him as Chief Secretary. 
Edward Southwell married firstly, Lady Elizabeth Cromwell (afterwards 
Baroness Cromwell), daughter of Were, Earl of Ardglass, the “Lady 
Betty” so frequently mentioned in the correspondence ; and secondly, 
Anne, daughter of William Blathwayte, Secretary of State, &c., to 
William the Third, through which alliance, the papers of the last 
named came to be united with the Southwell MSS. 

The earliest parcel contains depositions, petitions and memoranda, 
1635-1640, in the matter of certain charges made by Robert May, of 
Dublin, against Robert Southwell, the elder, of neglecting his duties as 
customer and collector of the Port of Kinsale, of non-observance of rules 
and regulations, and specially for having made money out of some 
Virginia tobacco imported in 1636 by Captain Batson and John Slowly. 
In March and April, 1637-8, Southwell was detained in confinement in 
Dublin in the house of a Mr. Haughton and of one Gunnis, a pursuivant, 
whence there are letters to his wife and to Sir Philip Percivall, whose 
son, Sir John, afterwards married Southwell’s daughter, Katherine. 

One of the papers is endorsed “ 1649 articles of Tristram Whitcomb, 
against Mr. Southwell, for his loyalty to y 8 King and assisting Prince 
Rupert (taken to London, 1698),” but no such document is in the 
parcel. In 1648 Southwell, out of his own resources, provisioned and 
supplied with money some ships under command of Prince Rupert 
at Kinsale, without which timely assistance the Prince could not have 
put to sea, and there is a copy of a King’s letter, dated 28th September, 
1660, for a grant to him of certain lands in county Cork, forfeited by 
Philip Barry oge and James Mellifont, as satisfaction for his advance. 

As a large portion of the Southwell estates lay in the neighbourhood 
of Kinsale, its interests and concerns, as well as those of individuals 
among its townsfolk, are frequently dealt with in the collection. 
Kinsale harbour was celebrated for affording shelter to the heme and 
foreign navies, as well as ships laden with merchandise from every part 
of the globe, and in the 17th century, a naval station with dockyard, 
was established there. During the Irish wars, and especially at a 
time when smuggling and privateering prevailed to such an alarming 
extent on the South and West coasts, this harbour, from its position, 
became of great importance to the trade of the channel, and hence, a 
good deal of the correspondence is taken up with it. Among the 
papers are rent rolls and surveys of Kinsale and its liberties, in 1658. 
The corporation proposed to become tenants of certain of the forfeited 
lands, but Southwell’s interests appeared to conflict with theirs, and 
there are memoranda in his handwriting, detailing services rendered 
by him in the concerns of that body. A remarkable memorial exists, 
asking for an assistant minister, and praying that Taxax (Tisaxon) 
and Rincurran parishes should be united to Kinsale, which states that 
many of the popish inhabitants had joined with the English in securing 
the town against the Irish. _ . 

Vol. A 2 4 is occupied with the unseemly riot and . quarrel that took 
place on the swearing in of John Suxbery as Sovereign of Kinsale, m 
1672. Sir R. Southwell was himself present, and addressed a letter to 
the lord chancellor on the subject. When the case came before the 
council he was examined, and an order was made attaching Gookin, 
S to well, and other rioters. 

In October, 1690, Banfield (Southwell’s steward) gave him an 
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account of some prizes in Kinsale harbour, which he said were there 
when the forts were taken, and which Lord Marlborough claimed as 
his right. During 1691-2, the Danish auxiliary forces were quartered 
in Kinsale, before being shipped for Flanders, and the soldiers com- 
mitted great waste and injury, especially in Southwell’s woods, and 
they cut down orchards, and digged up gardens for some distance round. 

A French regiment was also quartered on the town, and fifty horses of 
Colonel Churchill’s regiment grazed on Sir Robert's lands at Rincurran 
for over a year. There is a list which was sent to Southwell, received 
27th March, 1 691 , and endorsed by him — “Great men lodged at 
my house at Kinsale” — which includes the names of the Earl of 
Marlborough and Brigadier Churchill. In 1703 Colonel Oglethorpe 
wrote that there was then in Kinsale, on board the “Swede" — a prize, 
as good wine as in France, which might be got for His Grace (Ormond). 
The French prisoners in Kinsale in 1705 caused a considerable amount 
of anxiety and trouble ; there was no proper prisoD, and their ill health, 
consequent on confinement and overcrowding, became a serious source 
of danger to the townspeople. Lacroix, writing on 1st June, 1705, 
reports that the prisoners were recovering ; he had sent them to Brown’s 
mill under a guard, to wash and take the air while the prison was being 
cleaned and perfumed with burnt tar, and clean straw laid in it. He 
hoped soon to have a prison and hospital built. James Maule made a 
remarkable statement, namely, that the ministers and elders of the 
French Church in Cork had asked him to speak to the French prisoners 
of war, (born protestants), with a view to learning if they would be 
willing to serve on board Her Majesty’s ships, getting a bounty, but 
the officers in charge would not allow him to meddle with them. Three 
young fellows, protestants, however, came to him, declaring their 
willingness to serve the Queen and never return to France. 

In 1703, there is news of those on hoard a privateer being very civil to 
the inhabitants of the Isles of Arran, the crew paying good rates for 
everything they took. “In the old Duke of Ormonde’s time, a 
garrison was kept in the Isles, which greatly secured the shipping on 
the coast.” 

Throughout the correspondence, there are frequent glimpses of the 
war on the Continent. Thus, in March, 1691, Southwell writes that 
his son (Edward) got back from Flanders to the Hague, and His 
Majesty .had gone to the army to try and raise the siege of Mons. 
A letter from Cork, dated 23rd January, 1704, conveys the intelligence 
that a ship which left Gibraltar twelve days before had put into 
Kinsale, with news that the place held out stoutly, and only two small 
frigates there. Alderman Hoare, of Cork, who communicated this 
intelligence, had some days before made proposals for victualling 
Gibraltar from Ireland. 

In May, 1705, a packet boat from Lisbon put in at Dingle, which 
brought a full account of an attack on Valenze, Estremadura, by our 
forces under Colonel Duncanson, the Dutch and Portuguese. “ Nothing 
can be attempted this summer campaign as the enemy outnumber us m 
cavalry.” A list is given of killed and wounded from the regiments of 
Lord Portmore, Blood, Brudenell, Duncanson, and Cunningham. In 
June, 1705, there was news from Cork of the fleet destined for 
Portugal having sailed with 2,500 men on board. Intelligence also 
arrived of a fleet of large ships (about 100 sail), supposed to he the 
Dutch, that sailed from Portsmouth in May, having been seen standing 
in for Lisbon. _ 

Some of the papers are specially concerned with Sir Robert Southwell s 
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suspected complicity in the Popish plot. There are depositions before a 
committee of the House, list of Oates’s papers, informations of various 
persons as to the plot, and orders to search documents left by the 
Spanish Ambassador in Humphry Weld’s garden ; also an order of the 
Lords for attendance in March, 1678, of Sir John Nicholas, Sir Robert 
South-well, Sir Philip Lloyd, and Sir Thomas Holman with papers 
relating to the plot, together with a vindication of Southwell by the 
House of LordB, and votes of the Commons. 

That portion of Sir Robert’s career in which he acted as Envoy' to 
foreign States is also represented in the collection. In 1670, he wrote 
vindicating himself from some censure on liim in the Court of Lisbon, 
asserting that Yerjeux (de Verjus) was the slanderer. The Conde de 
Miranda, Ambassador at Madrid, had honoured him in every way, and in 
Paris he had visited de Macedo, the Prince of Tuscany, and others, all 
zealous for the honour of Portugal, who treated him with every respect. 

In 1680, Sir Robert was envoy to the court of Frederick William, 
Elector of Brandenburg, and there is some correspondence between 
them in Latin, with translations into French. One letter deals with 
the seizure of the vessel “ Charles the Secoud," near Ostend, and in 
another from Berlin, Southwell gives Secretary Jenkins an account of 
a long audience with the Elector. Tangiers (Queen Catherine’s portion) 
is also mentioned, and a correspondent in Lisbon gives Southwell the 
points reserved by the British Commissioners for a conference with 
reference to it in 1683. 

The variety of subjects dealt with in these papers is only limited by 
the number of questions daily and hourly being brought before men like 
Southwell, holding responsible executive positions. The Chief Secretary 
for Ireland in the 17th and 18th centuries was in constaut communica- 
tion with the Military, Naval, and Revenue authorities ; he gave all 
instructions as to transports, embarkations, and war vessels convoying 
merchantmen, and was instantly informed of the movements of privateers 
in the Channel. The defences and fortifications of the country and the 
guarding of the coast were his constant care, so that in addition to his 
parliamentary duties, he was responsible for several departments, 
which have since those days been withdrawn from such oversight, and 
placed under separate officials, responsible for their management. 
During a period when the religious question in Ireland was of such 
a burning nature, the conduct of enactments against the Roman 
Catholics must be added, and a number of documents in the collection 
are conversant with the established Church, its clergy, convocation, the 
popery laws, foreign priests and friars coming into the kingdom, as 
well as with the presbyterians and other dissenters. Several of the 
documents bear also on the French Huguenot churches, and their 
pastors, and on the French pensioners. 

. Many letters and reports affect the city of Dublin, its streets and 
institutions ; municipal affairs take up a large space, and the questions 
involved in the deliberate opposition shown to the Government by the 
Town Council in 1712, in the selection of Mayor and Sheriffs, are 
amply discussed, much fresh light being thrown on these events. 

The disposal of the forfeited estates in Ireland, the Court of Claims, 
and the carrying out of the enactments consequent on the articles of 
Limerick and Galway, afforded Southwell much anxiety, and the 
question of the revenue resulting from the forfeitures is frequently 
dealt with. H 3 

The volume entitled " Irish Book” (which contains Mr. Secretary 
iwyn s book plate), is an entry book of letters written by the Earl of 
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Rochester, lord treasurer of England, and his secretaries, to the lord 
lieutenant and lords justices of Ireland, the Commissioners of the 
Revenue, and many others on various questions that came before the 
King, from February, 1684, to December, 1 686. The correspondence is 
chiefly conversant -with revenue matters, fines, custodiams, quit rents, 
customs, and army clothing and accoutrements. 

Lord Rochester subsequently became lord lieutenant of Ireland, 
and one portion of the miscellaneous correspondence consists of letters 
on military matters written by him between July, 1701, and July, 



1702. . _ , 

The next volume is the original entry book of letters written by Lord 
Capell, when lord lieutenant, and the lords justices from February, 
1694-5, to May, 1696, most of them addressed to the Duke of Shrews- 
bury, and it contains the book plate of Algernon, Earl of Essex, 1701. 
One letter, dated 9th July, 1695, gives the first hint of the State Paper 
Office, Lord Capell recommending its establishment in tlie Oaatle, for 
deposit of the books of entry of Chief Governors’ orders, and he is 
“ content to begin with bis own books, and have them the first of record. 

In another letter, Dr. Ashe, bishop of Cloyne, is reported to be desirous 
of the rank of privy councillor, which is “ interpreted as a desire in 
him to be excused from residing on his bishopric; he is a young 
deserving gentleman, hut this his early ambition gives great offence 
both to the clergy and the nobility here.” 

The Council always sent to England the Bills introduced, and the 
correspondence deals with the more important ones, such as t ose 
concerning the forfeited lands and the Roman Catholics. The Kings 
prerogative in the matter of Money Bills is often mentioned. ; 

Lord Capell made grievous complaint of Lord Chancellor Por ei s 
high handed proceedings and haughty tone with regard to himse , 
and in some of his letters to the Duke of Shrewsbury will he foun^ a 
narrative “ of the passage ” (as His Excellency terms it) that ® CCUI *® 
between them. Capell wished to make William Heave, whom e 
Chancellor considered his personal enemy, a Serjeant-at-law, an ® 
latter refused to seal the patent. The lord doputy exercised the u mos 
forbearance in the matter, but felt it right to lay before His ajes y 
certain cases in which Porter was shown to have avowed tie r 
interest, and favoured adherents of Ring James.

In May, 1696, Capell became so ill, that he retired to Chapebzod tor 
rest, and appointed Lord Blesinton, and Colonel Wolseley lor s jus ic , 
and His Excellency’s case becoming serious, they wrote urgen y a 
providing for the Government in case of his death, which oc ® rr , , 
30th May, 1696. The judges and Council had been consulted, an 
not being unanimous in opinion as to whether the Commission o 
lords justices determined with his death, the latter decide 
acting without the King’s special directions, though the law 
were of opinion it did not determine. Those opposed o ... 
Chancellor now said that he used every means to gethimsel i ipp 
lord justice. In pursuance of the Act 33 Henry VIII., ,, e 

was summoned, but with undue haste, and he was e ec e , 
chagrin of Lord Meath, who specially wrote to Shrewsbury Ahat 
had himself expected to be chosen. Lord Meath went t gt 
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asserting that Porter had pretended a letter from England saying that the 
King wished his appointment. That it was a popular one is evident 
from the fact that there were bonfires and illuminations in his honour, 
but certain members of the house of Commons brought forward a 
complaint as to the methods adopted by Porter, the articles as to which 
were rejected. Certain of the Irish Peers, including lords Meath and 
Blesinton (the ex-lord justice), petitioned against the appointment, as of 
evil consequence to the kingdom, and a breach of the privileges of the 
peerage. The Speaker of the Commons put an affront on the Lord 
Chancellor the night the latter made his defence before that House, by 
causing the horses of his coach to be stopped, to allow his own to pass, 
which was taken as an indication of the very strong feeling against 
him. 

In February, 1703, the Duke of Ormond was appointed Viceroy of 
Ireland. The lords justices gave minute directions for His (trace’s 
reception on landing, and there is an account of Ormond’s progress 
from London to Dublin between the 20th May and 4th June, 1703. 
There is a very important memorandum drawn up by Edward Southwell, 
principal Secretary of State, for Ormond’s guidance in the government, 
in which he recommends to him the care of the Churoli, and 
his keeping a strict hand over the army, especially the recruiting 
department. The army here never to be of less strength than twelve 
regiments of foot, six of horse, and four of dragoons. In England’s 
emergency during the late war, no project for money answered so 
well as the £14 per cent. Act ; if one at £15 per cent, were calculated 
for Ireland, “ all nations would send their money thither.” 

Southwell also dealt with the hardship of ships for Ireland being 
compelled to unload in England, pay the English customs duty, 
and then reload for Ireland, and lie recommended that the English 
duty should be collected in Ireland. He hopes for encouragement of 
the linen manufacture, and the victualling of the Kavy in beef and 
butter, largely from Ireland. 

In March, Joshua Dawson, Secretary to tho lord justices, wrote to 
Southwell that the opinion here was that the Duke had no power to 
sign commissions as lord lieutenant, until he had taken the oaths. 
The lords justices had received no order from the Queen as to obeying 
directions from His Grace, which they ought to have, such orders having 
been given in Lord Rochester’s case ; these orders were subsequently re- 
newed for Ormond. A letter of 2nd March, 1702-3, debated the question 
of the lords justices’ commission not being vacated by Rochester’s 
surrender, and as to their holding directly from the Queen. 

In Dawson’s correspondence with Southwell at this time, there is a 
remarkable statement as to his views with regard to English methods 
in Irish revenue matters. He asks that a certain letter of credit should 
not charge the transport of some regiments for Holland to the Irish 
Revenue, “ which cannot bear such an expense, but that same be paid 
out of the Treasury of England, which, if you don’t take care in, they 
will most certainly place it upon us, as they always do, when they have 
an opportunity.” 

In the same connexion, it is interesting to note that with a view to 
the approaching coronation (Queen Anne’s), new trumpets and kettle- 
drums were required for the “ State,” the sergeant-at-arms wanted a 
new mace, the late King’s cipher was to be taken off the coats of the 
heralds and pursuivants, state canopies, &o., and the whole matter was 
to be laid before Ormond, who might get all in England, if he liked. 
Rochester had brought over new liveries and states, &c., but in his 

p 
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case a letter Lad arrived, charging £1,500 for them, “ the first of that 
sort that Ireland ever paid for ” (adds Dawson). 

Secretary Dawson’s rather lengthy epistles supply much interesting in- 
formation," and two or three of them written soon after Southwell’s 
appointment as Chief Secretary, deal with the accommodation provided 
for him in the Castle. Over tho offices were lodgings with reception 
rooms, bedrooms, die., and there was ample stabling in the yard. 
Dawson informed his chief that sealing wax was always supplied from 
London — pretty good— and he begged him to purchase ten or twelve 
pounds of the best, and 2,000 or 3,000 Dutch quills, “ which cannot be 
got in Ireland, and have to be sent for to London. We can have 
paper here ot the best sorts, yet caunot always be provided with it ; 
send a quantity to Alderman Allen to Chester, to be sent with other 
things.” 

Lot 153 consists of letters from Anderson Saunders (M.P. for the 
borough of Taghmon, county Wexford) to Edward Southwell, which give 
an account of affairs in Parliament and in the city, during December, 
1713, and January, 1713-4, as well as of the proceedings against 
the lord chancellor. Sir Constantine Phipps. As a precaution, these 
letters were nearly always sent under cover to his wife’s mother, who 
resided in London. The Government party was at this period involved 
in difficulties, and the power of the Whigs was growing, 
i- p n a letter to Ormond, Saunders mentions that the Lord Chancellor, 
the chief judges and others are all to be struck at, and he tells 
Southwell that Ormond himself “ keeps much at Chapelizod, never con- 
cerning himself with what is done at Chichester House.” In telling of 
the House having come to resolutions in favour of the city charters, he 
lays all at the Lord Chancellor’s door, and asserts, from his knowledge of 
the temper of the House, that unless the whigs are gratified by his re- 
moval. no further supply will be voted. As to the alleged offer of £500 to 
get a good Common Council, Tucker and Gore, on their examination before 
the lords, fully cleared the Chancellor. “ If the whigs are gratified 
they will not stop there, but will expect the country to be put into their 
hands; hopes for the joyful new's of Her Majesty’s recovery." “Prom 
the lukewarmness in a certain place, it is given out that the Tories have 
the Pretender in view. The leading men are for continuing their 
persecution of the lord Chancellor, <kc., not thinking the Kingdom safe 
(as they say) from the Pretender until they have the care of it put 
into their own hands.” 

In addition to parliamentary questions already alluded to, there are 
several copies of Acts during the Session of 16915, and letters as to the 
voting in the House. During 1696-7, Parliament was engaged in con- 
sidering measures for confirming the articles of Limerick and Galway, 
for settling a Militia, and as to the outlawries, the linen manufacture, 
the education of the Irish in tlie Protestant religion, &c., together with 
legislating on such matters as planting certain lands lying on Cork 
Harbour and the Shannon with Protestants. The Council in trans- 
mitting the bills to England made copious observations on them. 

In a long letter addressed to the Earl cf Nottingham, on 24th 
December, 1715, is given a full account of the late Session. 

A memorial about the Tillage Bill in Ireland at this period contains 
the statement that in a foreign market, Irish corn will hardly yield 
half the price of English. The encouragement of this Bill will not 
prejudice English trade abroad, for where such is transported no Irish 
victual will sell at any price, except in cases of great scarcity. 

The Irish Government of the day had to deal with a good deal of 
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sedition and disrespect to the Queen and Ministry, and some of the 
cases have further light thrown on them by the papers here. There is 
a letter from an unknown person, to Lord Rochester, dated 3rd 
February, 1T02-3, complaining of the Primate and the Bishop of 
Derry ; at the table of the latter the health of tire Princess Sophia is 
said to be the only toast. In January, 1711, a seditious letter 
addressed to Father Murphy, Cavan, was dropped at the Four Courts, 
and a copy of it is among the correspondence. In November, 1712, we 
have the examination of Richard Spann, of Dublin, as to language used 
by Rev. Mr. 'White, a Protestant divine, against the Queen and her 
Ministry. 

A sensation seems to have been created in Dublin by the finding in 
Lloyd’s Coffee House on Cork Hill on 27th November, 1712, of some 
treasonable and scurrilous verses entitled “ Honest Resolves’,” a copy 
of which accompanies the depositions taken in the matter. Edward 
Lloyd, proprietor of the tavern, and some members of his family, were 
examined, and so serious a view did Government take of these verses, 
that on the case being laid before the Council, a proclamation was issued’ 
offering £500 reward for the author of the verses and £300 for the 
publisher. (See list of Proclamations, No. 46-1714. Twenty-third 
Report, Deputy Keeper of the Records, page 58). 

In June, 1713, Mary Lloyd gave information to her father, the said 
Edward Lloyd, that at three o’clock in the morning of the 23rd, six 
gentlemen appeared on the balcony of the Globe tavern, and drank 
whig toasts, which she, (unseen by them) heard and wrote down. 
Colonel J ohnson, son of Baron J ohnson, and one Buttel were two of 
the party. 

Among the satirical pieces connected with the politics of the day is 
preserved in this collection a curious one entitled, “ The Chequer, or 
one with t’other, a miscellany of old plays revived by a Medley of new 
poets ” which is endorsed “ Plays writ by members in Ireland, by Mr. 
Crow.” From a large number of titles of such plays, the following are 
selected to give some idea of their character, each no doubt referring 
to some well known incident or scandal of the period. 

The Beau’s duel, or a soldier for the ladies, by Brig r 

Cun ham, dedicated to Lord Shel n. 

Le Malade Imaginaire, by Sir Thomas So ell. 

The Modish husband, by Sir Stand. Har ge. 

Sir Timothy Treat-all, acted at the Queen’s Arms Tavern, Fleet 
Street, by Mr. A1 — n Brod ck. 

As bearing on matters intimately connected with the prosperity of 
the country, and the cares and duties of the Government of the day, 
there will be found among tire papers, correspondence and reports on 
such subjects as the supposed introduction of the plague into Kerry. 
In January 1710/1 letters arrived from Baltimore announcing that 
it was reported there that a Dantzic vessel had brought the plague to 
Kerry, and the lords justices at once caused communications to bo 
addressed to Mr. J ames Julian, the High Sheriff, and Maurice FitzGerald, 
the Knight of Kerry, directing them to take active steps to prevent 
the spread of the sickness. They also sent a long detailed report of 
their proceedings to Ormond. 

About the same time, the Council directed Captain Thomas Burgh, 
surveyor general, to report on the anchorage at Dalkey island, with a 
view to its being used as Quarantine quarters for ships coming from 
plague-stricken places. Captain Burgh reported that it was unfit for 
such a purpose, as no ship could lie there with safety, and the sum of 
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£4,311 4s., was his estimate for the construction of a secure harbour 
and pier. Certain persons were also appointed by the Lord Mayor of 
Dublin to report on the establishment of a harbour at Dalkey and the 
report bears date February 1711/2. In November 1702 Sir Thomas 
Southwell had reported as to the harbours on the west coast of Ireland 
In November, 1706, there is a report of the Commissioners of 
the Revenue on the light houses round the coast, which deals with 
those at Howth, Hook Tower, Kin, sale, and Isle Magee. 

Lord Aberoorn wrote to the authorities from Strabane in September 
1714, stating that the Light House patent which had been granted to 
Sir Robert Reading, (who had had a salary of £500 for having expended 
£2,600 in the erection of 6 light houses) now formed part of his marriage 
settlement, he having married a daughter of Sir Robert and his wife 
the Countess of Mountrath. Lord Abercorn begged that he he allowed 
to surrender the patent, owing to his inability to perform the require- 
ments of the House of Commons, by reason of the heavy charges in 
building additional light houses and the expense of maintaining lights 
in them. The petitioner in this case was J ames, 6th Earl of Aberoorn, and 
though unconnected with public affairs, it may be of interest to notice 
here that in the collection are copies of letters written by him in 
January and February 1712/3 to his wife, his son Lord Paisley, and 
Lord Anglesey, relative to the family claim to the dukedom of 
Chatelkeraulc in France, which enter fully into the case and furnish 
many details. 

There is a curious report in French on the planting of timber, and 
the state of the country districts is frequently referred to. In December, 
1728, we find that the three preceding harvests had been had, so much 
so that a subscription list was opened for the supply of imported corn 
for the use of the poor in the North, which was largely contributed to. 

A document of much interest, written from Kinsale in 1695, gives 
Southwell the current rates of commodities, which aro stated to be 
subject to constant fluctuations in that part of Ireland, according as the 
coast is secured from privateers, or not, 

Some light is also thrown on the payment of isut. Thus in December, 
1704, William Taylor, who had been passing accounts in Chancery 
connected with Sir John Percivall’s estate in county Cork, writes 
that he cannot see how the tenants can discharge their vents in that 
part of the kingdom, owing to the “ general calamities of the times.” 
At a later period, in July 1735, Edward Brinn, writing from Kinsale, 
says that the rents of Scilly cannot be got in, the poverty of the people 
being so great ; there is such scarcity of provisions, that he has been 
obliged to -send them money and other necessaries for their fishing craft. 

Lot 134 is a volume almost entirely conversant with the proceedings 
of the Town Council of Dublin in the later years of Queen Anne’s 
reign, which occupied so large a share of public attention. -An attempt 
was made to establish the right of the lord Mayor for the time being 
to nominate three candidates and to compel the Aldermen to elect one 
of them as his successor ; similarly as to the Sheriff's. This led to a 
protracted contest between the Aldermen of the city on the one side 
and the Lord Lieutenant and Council, acting on the powers of 
approval and disapproval given them by the new Rules, on the other. 
The lords justices wrote on 3rd of May 1712 that Alderman Barlow, 
who had been disapproved of before by the Government, had been 
again elected lord Mayor, and their Secretary, Dawson, wrote later 
on that the example of Dublin had had an evil effect on other 
corporations, instancing particularly that of Coleraine. 
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llie lords justices expiessed much satisfaction on being informed chat 
Her Majesty permitted them to express disapproval of the Mayor and 
Sheriffs elected ; matters were then amicably arranged, for there is a 
draft of an Address to Ormond from the lord Mayor in September, 
1712, apologizing for the recent conduct of the Town Council, and 
rejoicing that good relations had been re-established between the City 
and the Government, It is marked, “ given 30th September to Lord 
Donegall,” and “ 1st October, Archbishop brought this paper from y" 
Recorder.” There is a “ brief of the City case,” in Sir Richard Cox’s 
autograph, which commences, “ Faction is the root of it, anti ’tis a branch 
of the silly division amongst Irish Protestants into Whig and Tory.” 
Accompanying these papers is a list of the Common Council of the 
City of Dublin, by their Guilds, annotated with regard to the conduct 
of each member on the recent occasion. Thus, “red letters stand for 

staunch churchmen ; black for Wh— g or P -tenon, black part and 

red pai't for those that have trimmed.” 

One of the most important papers in this volume, is Chief Justice 
Cox’s judgment (in his own handwriting), dated 30th April, 1714, 
on the case of the Sheriffs of Dublin, which holds that the office of 
Sheriff is not void at the end of the year, and that the Sheriffs are 
bound to act until their successors are sworn in. 

Bartholomew Van Homrigh when lord Mayor in 1697 petitioned for 
a collar of SS in lieu of the mayoral one taken to France by Terence 
Dermott, and there is a copy of a King’s letter for payment to him of 
800 guineas, to procure a collar, which was to have a medal with the 
King’s effigy attached to it. 

In 1712, new buildings were required to be erected in the castle for 
the Treasury and other offices, such as those of the Auditor General, 
Commissary General, Registrar of Deeds, Barrack Board, &c„ and 
Captain Burgh, surveyor general, reported against a site that had been 
proposed in the back yard of the castle, inasmuch as the only way to 
these offices would be through Castle-lane, a narrow passage ; the build- 
ings also would be too near the “ ramps ” leading into the upper yard, 
which would then become a public thoroughfare. Secretary Dawson 
wrote to Southwell, giving reasons for adopting one (of what he con- 
sidered) two more suitable sites; 1. the place where the old Council 
Chamber stood, as the new one is to be within the Castle. 2. part of 
the yard attached to Lucas’s coffee house, which adjoins the Castle wall, 
to which a passage might he made from the new way into the Castle 
Lord Cork’s Commissioners might be induced to sell. Southwell 
on behalf of the Government, made a proposal to purchase for 
£1,200, Lord Burliugton’s interest in the Barbadoes or Tom’s Coffee 
House, &c., in Castle-street. This stood at the Castle Gate, on the right 
hand side turning into the Castle, and was finally demolished by the 
Commissioners for widening the streets leading to the Castle. In April, 
1712, there had been proposals from Lord Cork’s creditors as to this site, 
and in November of that year, John. Rathborne was treating with Govern- 
ment for compensation for some houses on Cork Hill, through which a 
passage was to be opened to the Castle. The business in his case was 
long delayed, for as late as January, 1723, the Duke of Grafton recom- 
mended Ratliborne’s ease and payment to him, in compensation for 
houses knocked down in making a proper passage from the Blind Quay 
to the Castle. 

A document dated 10th May, 1728, was drawn up by Thomas Burgh, 
Surveyor General of Works, as to building a Parliament House. 
The Commissioners of the Revenue, who appear to have made represen- 
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tations on the same subject some time before to Lord Rochester i n 
April, 1703, wrote further on the pressing necessity for a new Custom 
House, the old one being ready to fall. 

Dublin bar received its share of attention, for in December, 1721 the 
House of Commons passed a resolution in favour of Captain John 
Perry’s proposals for increasing the depth of water over it, and making 
a basin for ships to lie in. With regard to the convenience of travellers 
between the city and Ringsend (most of whom would be on their way 
to or from England), the establishment of a proper service of cars 
between Ringsend and Lazy Hill (the present Townsend-street) was 
under consideration. 

In 1712, the Trustees of the Hospital to be founded under Dr. 
Stevens’ will petitioned the Government for a piece of ground in the 
Phcenix Park, held from the Crown by Thomas Proby, which he was 
willing to resign. 

On the 3rd July, 1701, General Erie, in writing to Southwell, from 
Dublin, took occasion to relate how “ this town has been transported in 
expressing their zeal for his Majesty upon the ceremony of erecting the 
King’s statue a horseback, which was performed [on the anniversary of] 
the day he fought the battle of the Boyne.” 

The collection under notice contains a number of papers and docu- 
ments connected with the various forms of Religion, whether of the 
Established Church, the Roman Catholic, the Dissenting bodies, 
or that professed by the Trench Huguenots, who formed, what 
afterwards became, flourishing colonies in Ireland, and whose 
ministers and their flocks were the especial care of the T rish Government. 
With regard to the Established Church, in addition to the necessary 
correspondence as to vacant bishoprics, unions of parishes, appointments 
of clergy to Crown livings, Ac., we learn that a bill for translating the 
see and cathedral of Tuam to Galway was transmitted by the Irish 
Council to England ; this was stated to have originated in the Commons 
house, and was drafted in the “ hope of making Galway a protestant 
town, and so, a great security to that part of Connaught.” There is 
also some correspondence as to convocation, in 1703, when Ormond was 
addressed on the subject of provincial writs. The original address of 
the clergy of the Church in the province of Ulster to King William 
the Third in 1690 is preserved, and it contains a large number of 
autograph signatures. 

There is a very remarkable memorandum on the Union with Scot- 
land, as it might affect Ireland, the latter portion of which deals with 
episcopacy, but the earlier part may be quoted here as well. It sug- 
gests that England and Scotland will probably unite in keeping Ireland 
poor. England totally destroyed our woollen trade, so it is to be feared 
she and Scotland will destroy our linen trade in favour of the latter, or 
rather, England will encourage the linen trade in Scotland, to prevent 
the Scotch falling too much into the woollen trade. The Union is 
desirable, and England may turn the balance at any time, if she take 
ireland into the scale, for we should send Members to both houses, 
staunch to episcopacy and the English interest. “ Episcopacy is so inter- 
woven with our laws and constitution, so agreeable to Monarchy and 
so gentlemanlike a Government in the Church that we are fond of it.” 
The writer adds that the English protestants in Ireland, who chiefly 
make up our representatives, are immediately descended from England. 

In 1705, the Archbishop of Dublin was in correspondence with 
Secretary Southwell, on the question of the Dean and Chapter of Christ 
Church being exempt from visitation. 
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After the war, it was found necessary to have n special chaplain (or 
curate) to minister to the spiritual wants of Charlemont Garrison; the 
Rev. John Dunlop, who was appointed, was refused maintenance by the 
rector of the parish, and the matter was referred to Lord Charlemont, 
who reported that the Garrison had great need of an additional 
clergyman. 

In 1711, the headsof tlio Established Church became very activeiu talcing 
steps for the conversion of the Irish people professing the Roman Catholic 
faith, and schemes were drafted and reasons offered lor incorporating a 
Society, by means of which they were to have sent amongst them 
Established Church ministers skilled in the Irish language, to read the 
Scriptures and preach to them in their own tongue. There is a draft 
of a royal letter (without date) on the state of the papists in 
Ireland. 

A copy of King James’s Latin letter to the Pope “written with the 
King’s own hand" from Dublin in 1681), together with a copy of a 
national letter to that Monarch, against the British, “ mended by 
y* Popish bishop of Ologher,” 1688, exist, and there is also a copy of the 
Indulgence granted by Pope Alexander VIII, found in July, 1690, in 
the pocket of a rebel killed in Ireland. 

One of the lots (135) is a volume of letters and papers relating to the 
Dissenters. Hugh Rainey of Magherafelt, by his will, proved in 1708, 
made provision for I he education of 24 boys as Presbyterians, and an 
Act of Parliament was to be promoted, to confirm the will, <fcc. ; a note 
in Southwell’s handwriting specifies that a clause should be inserted, to 
prevent their being brought up in principles prejudicial to tlie 
Established Church. 

In 1708, Narcissus, Archbishop of Dublin, petitioned, that no 
support out of the grant of £1,200 per annum from King William to 
the Presbyterian ministers, be allowed to tlio dissenting teacher 
established in Drogheda, who was drawing people away from their 
allegiance to the Church, and the Grand Jury of Drogheda made a 
presentment against the Northern Presbytery for setting up a con- 
venticle there. Prom about the last mentioned period to the end of 
Queen Anne’s reign, the presbyteries seemed to have become active in 
asserting 'themselves, and their boldness gave Government and the 
Established Church some trouble. A printed ‘ 1 Call to pi ayer-— a serious 
call from the city to the country," (a copy of which is among the papers) 
was largely circulated among their members in 1712, and may have had 
the effect of stirring them up to fresh efforts in furthering their views 
and tenets. The Grand Jury of Cavan presented against a Synod that 
4 met at Belturbet, and the Dean of lvilinore and others wrote full 
accounts to the Castle, asking that steps be taken against such in the 
interests of the Established Church. On this the Presbyterian ministers 
of the North addressed Ormond, the lords justices, and even the Queen 
herself, against any further “ persecutions intended against the con- 
gregation at Belturbet.” 

In August, 1713, Mr. Westtnra Waring, High Sheriff of the County 
Down, forwarded to the Ca3tle a letter from Captain Brent Spencer, 
dated from Lisburn in 1713, stating that on his learning that a certain 
Mr. M'Cracken intended to preach there again, he sent two constables, 
but the doors were locked arid M”Oraeken would have been, rescued on 
any attempt to arrest him. He added that a company of foot might be 
ordered out for the purpose from Belfast. Government would not order 
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M'Cracken's prosecution, but the justices at Belfast declared tli ■ 
intention of undertaking it, ° eir 

As bearing on the Huguenot refugees, a letter was written bv tl 
Castle authorities to the Duke of Shrewsbury in January, 1695 e ] 
ing an address of the Commons and a memorial of Baron’ de VhT °I1 
chief agent of the French protestants here. There is also a lon» d* ’ 
ment in French, which is undated, containing Dean Abbadie’s ° 0U " 
posals fora French colony. Jacques Abbadie was chaplain to the Duke" 
of Schomberg, and there is a petition from him, written in his native 
language, praying for employment. 

On the arrival of Ormond as lord lieutenant in 1703, the French 
colony addressed him, and there are preserved the. “ Harangue ” of 
congratulation offered on their behalf by Pastor Barbier, and portions of 
a sermon preached before His Grace, by Monsieur Lauzae, both in 
French. 

As in the case of many other bodies, dissensions began to rise among 
the members of the Huguenot congregations scattered ihrough the 
country. Pastor David wrote a long account (in French) to Ormond of 
an unseemly occurrence that took place in the congregation at Kilkenny 
in June, 1705, through M. Benoult’s desire of being sole French 
minister there. In 1713, Jourdan wrote also to Ormond, detailing an 
unhappy division that had occurred in the French Church at Water- 
ford. 

Perhaps the most interesting volume in the series is that which 
contains rough copies and drafts of letters from Sir Robert Southwelllo 
Lord Nottingham, written during the eventful days of June, July, aud 
August, 1690. It would seem as if Macaulay were unaware of’ this 
collection of contemporary letters, dealing with a period of so much 
importance in his great work ; while careful to enumerate all his 
authorities, he makes no mention of Sir Robert Southwell’s correspon- 
dence. One of the letters dated. 9t.h June, written from Chester, gives 
an account of King William’s journey from the time of his leaving 
Kensington on 4th. Southwell accompanied the King all through the 
campaign as principal Secretary of State, and in Volume 1 | 1 is a 
coloured plan of the King’s quarters, as laid out in each place, showing 
the. names of the ministers in attendance, the suite, <fec., with the 
positions assigned each : Southwell’s quarters are next those of the King 
himself. 

The party embarked on hoard the £C Cleveland ” yacht at Hoylake 
on 11th June, and reaching Carrickfergus, they sailed up to Belfast. 
There are letters from camp at Loughhrickland, Dundalk, and 
Drogheda, and that from the latter, dated 1st July, gives a full account • 
of the slight wound received the day before by King William, when 
reconnoitring ; “ at this instant comes news to my tent, that Count 
Schomberg got over some of the upper fords (of the Boyne) and defeated 
some squadrons of the enemy’s horse.” The King ordered his tents to 
be taken down, and having won the decisive victory of the Boyne, he is 
found encamped next day at Duleek, from which place Southwell again 
wrote, describing the battle and narrating the deaths of Duke Schom- 
berg and Dr. Walker; in his letter he mentions that the King had 
directed the Duke of Portland to draw up an account of the battle. On 
4th July, the army was near Swords, and from the camp there, South- 
well gives 'an account of King James’s flight, as the story had reached 
his party ; he adds “ I suppose Duke Schomberg’s body will he 
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deposited in y* Chief Church in Dublin, till there be opportunity of 
some solemn interment.’'' 

The letter from camp at Finglas is of much interest and gives a still 
fuller account of the flight of the defeated King. “ Duke Tirconnell 
lost much in camp, since 1 have in my hands his entry book of private 
letters, &c.” “ This day being Sunday (6fch July), His Majesty rode in 

great splendor to the cathedral, where all services of the Church were 
solemnly performed. The bishop of Meath and the bishop of Limerick 
were there, and Dr. King, an excellent man and a great sufferer, 
preached much to the purpose. The old Mayor and Aldermen did the 

honors of the City As 

our King, who looked and appeared this day better than ever I saw 
him, returned by the Castle, he rode in to see the place, but did not 
alight,” 

The camp was next pitched at Crumlin, from which place the King 
moved on 1 1th by Castle warden to Inchiquire, close to Ballitore, county 
Kildare, and on 14th, writing from that place, Southwell gives a full 
account of the King’s proceedings in Dublin, in restoring the magistrates, 
seeing the clergy, appointing Commissioners as to the rebels’ property, 
pricking Sheriffs, etc. The next letters are from Wells, Bennets bridge, 
and Carrick, from which place, Southwell writes on 24th July that 
Waterford had surrendered on the same terms as Drogheda. On the 
27th the King left the camp at Carrick, and went back to Chapelizod, in- 
tending to pass over into England, but on 29th Southwell states that 
he had changed his mind and resolved to turn back to the 
army again, his idea being that once he secured a passage over the 
Shannon, he might then return home ; Sir Cloudesley Shovel was to be 
ordered to hasten to Plymouth with the larger vessels of the fleet 
under his command and the smaller were to remain in the river at 
Waterford till further order. There is a letter of 4th August from 
camp at Goldenbridge, and several written from the King’s camp at 
Limerick during the siege, which was raised on 30th August. As 
descriptions by an eye-witness, these last are important, minutely 
detailing, as they do, all the circumstances of the siege. In one, 
Southwell speaks of their men being preserved in the trenches “ by an 
invention of woolbags, which are planted like palissadoes before those 
who work, and are musket proof. These are made by one Meesters, a 
Dutchman, who is comptroller of our artillery, an excellent artist, and 
were never made use of before unless a little at the siege of Bonn.' 

11 Having written thus far at 5 of y° clock (22nd August) we heard a 
great shout from the Hill, and the meaning is that the Tower is 
already fallen down.” 

On 25th, there is an account of bombs, and hot bullets being thrown 
into the town, which set fire to houses, hay, &c., taking many hours to 
quench. u His Majesty did very unwillingly consent to this expedient, 
but most of the officers were urgent for it, as the only way to expedite 
the work.” The previous day, Southwell wrote that when the King 
rode out to observe the city on its supposed weak side, and only Count 
Schomberg and another with him, the Count’s horse was shot by a 
musket bullet. 

“ I have wrote by His Majesty’s orders to Sir Cloudsly Sbovell, that 
if he should happen to find at his coming to the Shannon, a sepia di on 
■of the French that were much superior to him, be should forbear to 
make any rash attempt.” 

{C By the post that went this day, your lordship had all that relates 

E 
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to the misfortune that befel our Artillery,” a disaster fully described in 
a letter of 13th August. It happened at Cullen, within ten miles of 
the camp, when Sarsfield at the head of 500 horse and 60 dragoons 
fell suddenly on a small convoy, conveying eight pieces of artillery, 
small bridge boats, tools, &c. The guard consisted of about 80 troopers 
and 12 Switzers. 

After these exciting scenes and camp life with the army, Southwell 
turned his attention to the settlement of the kingdom, beginning with 
the judges and law officers. Pine, Kyves, Cox, Temple, Roclifort, 
Keating, Echlin, and Hartstonge are among the names of those suggested 
for places. In a memorandum of 30th September, 1690, be notices 
that there is a great defect in arms and ammunition in the kingdom. 
As to the oath to be imposed on those that will remain inhabitants of 
Dublin, he has doubts of its being seasonable, it being of the highest 
importance to His Majesty that the Irish be reclaimed and gently 
drawn to submit to his authority. 

During the next year, events of the utmost moment in the history 
of the country were being transacted, and this collection throws further 
light on the conduct of some of the actors in this very real historical 
drama. Mr. Justice Cox in his capacity as Governor of the county 
Cork, showed an amount of activity that would have done credit to an 
experienced military commander, while at the same time he exercised 
the functions of a J udge of Assize for Munster. There is a letter from 
him to Southwell, dated 8th October, 1691, in which lie says that 
Athlone having been taken and Auglirim won, and with Galway and 
Limerick in our hands, the war is at an end, “ and if matters are well 
managed, there can never be an Irish rebellion in this Kingdom any 
more.” He then proceeds to give an account of his government in 
Cork ; “as for the enemy', having, as I believe, killed and banged not 
less than 3,000, whilst I staid in the County of Cork, and taken from 
them, in cattle and plunder at least to the value of £12,0G0” he says 
that he felt himself in a position to divide £380 among Colonel 
Townsend’s troop, after which Colonel Beecher and the Western gentle- 
men got a prey of £3,000. He claimed to have brought the Militia up 
to 36 troops in 6 regiments, and 26 companies in 3 regiments, and to 
have kept a frontier, 80 miles long, from Tallow to Sherkin, and all did 
not cost county Cork above £1,200. 

The general correspondence included in this collection extends to the 
year 1714, hut the letters from about 1715 to that year are com-
